13. (Currently Amended) A method of constructing a web page that allows for syndication of 
digital assets, the method comprising: 

(a) constructing a web page; and 

(b) inserting into the web page script associated with at least one digital asset that is desired to be 
part of a fully rendered web page, wh e rein the inserted script[[,]] wh e n e x e cut e d by a brows e r, 
r e qu e sts including code to request the content of the digital asset from a remote site when the 
code is executed by a browser , the request code including a uniform resource identifier (URI) of 
the web page and a unique identifier of the s e l e ct e d content. 

14. (Currently Amended) A method of claim [[13]] 25 wherein the script scripting language is 
JavaScript. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 13 wherein the s e lect e d content is an executable 
file. 

16. (Currently Amended) A method of claim 13 wherein the script includes a subscriber identifier 
and a content identifier, which, together, create the unique identifier of the s e l e ct e d content. 

17. (Currently Amended) An article of manufacture for constructing a web page that allows for 
syndication of digital assets, the article of manufacture comprising a computer-readable medium 
encoded with computer-executable instructions for performing a method comprising: 

(a) constructing a web page; and 

(b) inserting into the web page script associated with at least one digital asset that is desired to be 
part of a fully rendered web page, wh e r e in the inserted script[[,]] wh e n e x e cut e d by a brows e r, 
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requ e sts including code to request the content of the digital asset from a remote site when the 
code is executed by a browser , the r e quest code including a uniform resource identifier (URI) of 
the web page and a unique identifier of the s e l e ct e d content. 

18. (Currently Amended) The article of manufacture of claim [[17]] 26 wherein the script 
scripting language is JavaScript. 

19. (Currently Amended) The article of manufacture of claim 17 wherein the sel e ct e d content is 
an executable file. 

20. (Currently Amended) The article of manufacture of claim 17 wherein the script includes a 
subscriber identifier and a content identifier, which, together, create the unique identifier of the 
sel e ct e d content. 

21. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented apparatus for constructing a web page that 
allows for syndication of digital assets, the apparatus comprising: 

(a) means for constructing a web page; and 

(b) means for inserting script into the web page constructed by the means for constructing a web 
page, the script being associated with at least one digital asset that is desired to be part of a fully 
rendered web page, wh e r e in the inserted script[[,]] when e x e cuted by a brows e r, requ e sts 
including code to request the content of the digital asset from a remote site when the code is 
executed by a browser , the request code including a uniform resource identifier (URI) of the web 
page and a unique identifier of the s e lected content. 

22. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim [[21]] 27 wherein the script scripting language 
is JavaScript. 

23. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 21 wherein the s e l e ct e d content is an 
executable file. 
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24. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 21 wherein the script includes a subscriber 
identifier and a content identifier, which, together, create the unique identifier of the s e l e ct e d 
content. 

25. (New) The method of claim 13 wherein the script is a scripting language. 

26. (New) The article of manufacture of claim 17 wherein the script is a scripting language. 

27. (New) The apparatus of claim 21 wherein the script is a scripting language.
